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Ex-President Cleveland. 

The death of ex-president Grover 
Cleveland last Thursday brings to 
a sudden end the phenomenal career 
of one of the stiongest characters 
known to the political world during 
the present generation. Like every 
commanding figure, he had zealous 
supporters and earnest opponents, 
but those who differed from him were 
as ready as his warmest friends to 
concede to him the possession of 
elements of leadership to an extra- 
ordinary degree. He was deliberate 
in action, firm in conviction, and 
ever ready to accept responsibility 
for what he did Few men have 
exerted a more positive influence 
on those associated with them. 
We are not far enough from the 
period in which nis work was 
done to measure accurately his 
place in history, but the qualities 
which made him great are a part of 
the nation's heritage, and universal 
sorrow is felt it his death. 

Stephen Grover Cleveland, twice 
President of the United States, was 
born in Caldwell, Essex county, N. 
J., March 18, 1837 On the pater- 
nal side he was of English origin 
Moses Cleveland emigrated from 
Ipswich county, of Suffolk, England, 
in 1635, and settled at Woodburn, 
Mass. He was the founder of the 
family in America. 

Mr. Cleveland was the son of the 
Rev. Richard Falley Cleveland, a 
Presbyterian minister, who married 
Annie O'Neal ..-daughter of a Balti- 
more merchant, of Irish birth. 

Mr. Cleveland received an aca- 
demic education and went to Buffalo 
in 1855. He became clerk in a law 
office, and was admitted to the bar 
in 1859. He was Assistant District 
Attorney of Erie county from 1863-6 
and Sheriff of Erie county 1870 3. 

On the expiration of his term as 
Sheriif Mr. Cleveland established a 
law office and in 1881 he was elect- 
ed Mayor of Buffalo. His vetoes of 
extravagant appropriations led to 
his nomination and election as Gov- 
ernor of New York on the Demo- 
cratic ticket the following year. 

In 1884 he was elected President 
of the United States over James G. 
Blaine, Republican. 

In 1888 as the Democratic nomi- 
nee Mr. Cleveland was. defeated by 
Benjamin Harrison, repuplican. 

Mr. Cleveland returned to his law 
practice in New York, but in 1892 
he was again nominated for Presi- 
dent and defeated Benjamin Harri- 
son, woo had been nominated for a 
second term. 

• At the expiration of his second 
term Mr. Cleveland took up his resi- 
dence at Princeton, N. J. 

Mr. Cleveland was married June 
2, 1886, to Miss Frances Folsom, of 
Buffalo. The marriage took place 
at the White House.

The New School Law. 

The new school law regulating 
the common schools of Kentucky 
went into effect June lf>. Under the 
new law, it ii the duty of the County 
Judge, County Attorney and County 
Superintendent of each county of 
this Commonwealth to Jivlde their, 
county into Educational Divisions 
containing as neariy as possible an 
equal number of < hildren 'if school 
age as shown by the last census 
Each county is to be divided into 
four, six or eight Educational Divi- 
sions, snd in laying off «h» boundaries 
of said Divisions, «aid officers shall 
follow aa nearly as practicable the 
boundaries of existing school dis- 
tricts for white children. It may 
br possible that the boundaries aa 
first laid off may not prove aatia- 
factory, but changes may be made 
in the boundary lines of any or all 
Educational Divisions whenever such 
cnange becomes necessary. After 
the County Judge, County Attorney 
and County Superintendent shall 
have divided the county into Educa- 
tional Divisions, they shall then 
divide each Educational Division in- 
to school sub-districts, following as 
I nearly as practicable the boundaries 
of eiiating school districts for white 
[children. 

On the first Saturday in August 
Ian election shall be held at the school 
[building in each school sub-district 
[from one o'clock until Ave in the 
[afterncon, for the purpose of elect- 
ting one trustee for each sub-district. 
P"he trustees then elected shall hold 
their offices, one half for one year 
ind one naif for 'wo years, as shall 



be determined by lot at the first 
meeting of the Division Bo-ird Each 
year thereafter there shall be cle< t 
e 1 for two years one trustee in <-ach 
sub-district in which the term of his 
predecessor in office will then ea 
pi re 

Any person shall be eligible to 
the office of achool trustee who is 
over twenty-one years of age. and 
who has been a resident of the sub- 
district for which he is elected for 
siity days before the election, and 
who ia able to read and write, as 
shown by a certificate of five reput- 
able citizens of the sub district, and 
all male persons over twenty-one 
years old who shall have resided in 
a sub-district for siity days preceed- 
ing an election, shall have the right 
to vote at such election. All nomi- 
nations for school trustees shall be 
by petition, signed by at least ten 
persons eligible to vote in such elec- 
tions, and no name shall be placed 
upon any ballot unless such petition 
is filed with the County Clerk at least 
ten days be fort the election. 

The County Superintendent shall 
meet the newly elected trustees from 
the several sub-districts of each 
Educational Distri:t within thirty 
days after the electicn, due notice 
having been given each trustee as 
to the time and place of such meet- 
ing for the purpose of organizing the 
trustees so elected into a Division 
Board. Each Division Board shall 
have a Chairman and Secretary. 
The Chairman of the several Educa- 
tional Division Boards, with the 
County Superintendent, shall ronsti- 
tute the County Board of Education.

The County Board of Education 
shall meet at a place designated by 
the County Superintendent for the 
transaction of such business as shall 
properly come before it under the 
new law, on the first Saturday in 
September. Graded schools shall 
retain their present boundaries, and 
are exempt from the provisions of 
the new law. The school session of 
1908-9 will not be affected by the 
new law. The present trustees will 



elect teachers and arrange for the 
opening of schools, but they will va- 
cate their office as soon as the Divi- 
sion Boards organize, which will be 
before August 31, 1908. The new 
trustees MM full control of school 
property and school supervision at 
that time. 

The Superintendent of Public In- 
struction and fhe Attorney General 
have at some length examined all 
the provisions of the new law. and 



consider it a sane, progressive sys- 
tem, as good as any modern schcol 
system known to any state in the 
Union. The General Assembly, re 
ttatdless of party affiliation, was 
over-whelming (or the bill The 
committees of the Kentucky feduea 
tional Association, the School Im- 
provement Leagues, the F -deration 
f Women's Clubs, and the Kentu-- 
ky Development. Association united 
in recommending that it be passed. 

As opinions and decisions are re- 
ceived trom the State Department of 
Elucation, they will be printed in 
the county papers. The work of 
dividing Fulton county into Educa- 
tional Divisions has about been com- 
pleted, and will be published in the 
county papers next week.

Mrs Meyer was, before marriage. 
Miss Alice Appleton. daughter of the 
well-known head of the great publish 
ing company. She inherited a large 
fortune. 

Mrs. Meyer recently departed for 
Iiondon. She will spend the aeason 
with her two daughters. Mtsa Alice 
and Miss Julia Meyer. These young 
women have already bowed to the 
three monarchs. the cxar, the emperor 
of Austria and the king of Italy. They 
will soon make their courtesy to the 
ruler of Great Britain. 



Postage Stamp Gum as Article of 




EVERY time a person licks a United 
States postage stamp he gets a taste 
of sweet potato. The gum with which 
the atamps are backed is made from 
that succulent vegetable because Un- 
cle Sam's lieutenants consider It the 
tjaost harmless preparation of the sort 
All of the gum used on American 
postage stamps Is mixed by the gov 
•rnment at the bureau of engraving 
and printing, where the stampa are 
xnade. it is spread on the sheets after 
the stampa have been printed. 

The gum. In a liquid form, is forced 
up through plpea from the baaement. 
where It is made. These pipes lead to 
m aeries of machines consisting of roll 
•rs. between which the sheets of 
atamps are fed, one at at time. 

A continuous fine stream of the 
liquid gum falls upon one of these 
rollers. The sheet with its wet coat 
Ing of sweet potato mucilage passes 



fiom the rollers into a long horizontal 
fine with hot air. When it emerges at 
the other end the gum Is dry. 

The government makes two kinds of 
postage stamp mucilage. If one could 
see the packages of sumps aa they 
to the post office ready to be 
ne would find them labeled, ac 
to season "Summer Gum" or 
"Winter Gum " The former Is much 
the harder of the two and waa devised 
some years ago to keep the stamps 
n warm, moist 



While Uncle Sam trlea to make the 
lot of the stamp ileker aa Innocuous 
aa possible, he does not advise making 
a meal off his sweet potato gum. The 
whole process of gum making and ap- 
plying Is made as clean as possible, 
but there Is yet another Item to be 
considered. 

A sheet of postage atamps Is han- 
dled a good many times before It even 
leaves the bureau where It is made. If 
you must lick any of your stampa pick 
out those from the middle of the 
sheet. The corner ones have gone 
through the fingers of half a dozen or 
more counters, not to mention the per- 
forators and the separators aud the 
rest 



Up to Date Ftrmtr Points Out What 
Could B« Dons If Agriculturists 
and the Local Press Pulled 
Together. 

It Is a question whether the average 
retailer places sufficient Importance 
ui>on the necessity for cooperating 
' w'th the editor of his local paper The 
tatter Is In a position to mould the 
sentiment of his readers to a degree 
I which makes his assistance on any 
matter In which the community Is to 
tereeted. very Important 

There are of course Instances where 
local newspapers are operated In surf 
1 a manner as to be of little benefit to 
the community In which they are pub 
llshed. but these are decidedly the 
BM ptloa and as the t'ptodate Farm 
I er says: 

"Your home paper* should receive 
i your earnest attention It may b« 
I that yonr home paper Is not run t 
suit you. It Is possible that It pays 
much more attention to what It con 
aiders the heat Interests of the adver 
tlsers than to those of the farmer* 
I There la nothing at all atrange about 
that. You probably pay 11 a year 
subscription The avere.se cnuntrr 
paper does not have more than 1,000 clr 
I culatlon. and at least one half of these 
are exchanges, deadheads and cotnpll 
mentary. The $500 which the aver 
age country editor receives does not 
I much more than pay for the blank pa 
per and postage The editor of auch 
country paper, therefore, must rely 
almost altogether upon his ad rent* 
lag and Job work for hia support. 

"Is It any wonder that he paya lit 
tie attention to the desires or the de- 
I mands of the farmer? 

"It Is tnw that the merchant of 
the country town depends apon the 
farmers for his business, hut country 
merchants, until lately, have not 
studied the economics of country life 
and have not realized their entire de- 
pendence upon the prosperity of the 
farming community of interest* in 
every neighborhood which Is directly 
opposed to the centralization of bus! 
| ness In a few large cities haa not ap 
pealed to these people. 

•The country merchant haa taken 
his Ideas from the merchant who sold 
him hla goods; the country banker 
< haa usually supposed that his Inter 
! sets were Identified with those of the 
hanking centers of the world: the 
country lawyer has taken hla political 
views from the attorneys of corpora- 
tions, and the country editor haa had 
his work rut out for him by the edl 
tors of big dally papers owned and 
controlled by people who were at the 
head of special Interests. 

Theae special Interests people has* 
tried and have, until recenUv. made 
na all believe that the Interests of all 
claaaes were Identical and that a few 
people who had specialized In the 
study of finance and polltlra were to 
be looked to aa the leaders of publle 
opinion. 

"Since the panic of 1*93 It has alow- 
ly dawned upon the general public 
that the teachings of these self ta» 
pointed leaders were not altogether 
perfect In their logic, and that what 
was good for the Standard Oil monop- 
oly or the steel trust might not ha 
for the best Interests of the farmer 
or the merchant. 

"Corporation lawyer* from the dry 
represent us In congress and In the 
United States senate, and corporation 
lawyers have framed most of our 
state laws. It Is time for farm rs 
and for thoae who depend upon thera 
for support to learn that the Inter- sts 
of the speculative classes are not 
those of the producer or the consum- 
er, and of the honest exchanger of 
wealth The editor of the home paper 
should study theae questions from the 
standpoint of the producer and con- 
sumer and not from that of the spec- 
ulator The producer should then 
support the paper so that It will not 
be necessary for It to take advertising; 
from any but legitimate firms that are 
looking out for the Intereats of farm- 
ers and producers. The Interests of 
the merchant In a country town de- 
pend upon the proaporlty of the fi 
er, and the paper that teachea 
trolled marketing deaerves the , up . 
port of merchants and a much bet 
ter

The atore which starts a campaign 
of price reduction and bellows and 
roars and screams for the sake of 
drawing custom, will either go under 
because It haa beet) foolish or b» 
cause It haa made up tta mind to de- 
fraud Ita creditors, or elae It eel It 
g.-ods which are far lower In merit 
and true value than It pretends 

The public loaes. but It does not 
realize It.
